ternity to the International 


Medical Congress. 


Unexpected Erudition Displayed ' By 


Country Doctors—Dr. N. 8. Davte 


Proposed For President. 


The Pharmaceutical and Surgical In- 


strument Exhihition-The American 


Pomological Society. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The doctors who 


havo come on to attend the International 
medical congress registered at the rate 
of forty an hour all day yesterday. It is 
nettled now that the estimates as to the 
number who would be here hove not been 
exaggerated. The business of the week 
has all been carefully mapped oat, and 
the programme makes a printed book of 
IOC pages. It would be shorter If it were 
not for the necessity of printing the rules, 
announcements and titles of papers In 
three languages—English, French and 
German—tho official languages of 
the 


congress. The programme provides that 
the general meetings of the congress 
shall bo for the transaction of business 
and for addresses and communications o£ 
general scientific Interest. In the meet- 
ings of th« suctions it is prescribed that 
no member shall bo allowed to speak for 
more than ten minutes, with the exception 
of tho readers of papers and those who 
introduce subjects for discussion, who 
may each occupy twenty minutes. 


Each section has a president, vice-presi- 


dent, secretaries and a council. The pro- 
grammes arranged for the sections are 
elaborate. It is not expected that all the 
papers announced can be read In ful! and 
discussed.

THE BLOODLESS KEETIHG AT BALLY OOBXB. 


LONDON, Sept. fi.—The avoidance of 


bloodshed at Bally Coree Hill yesterday 
is considered almost miraculous, as every 
body had mode up their minds that a con- 
flict would occur. The fortunate result is 
attributable to the coolness, discipline and 
good management of the Nationalist 
managers, and not at all to any»'good 
judgment on the part of the authorities. 
The sending of large bodies of troops to 
the immediate, vicinity is condemned as 
an imprudent move. It was a clear viola- 
tion of the principle that military forces 
should not 
be called into requisi- 


tion 
until 
the 
civil 
powers 


have 
announced their 
inability 
to 


preserve 
order. 
But 
these settings 


aside of constitutional precedents have 
become too common to makeithe Ennls epi- 
sode a specially remarkable one on|on that 
account. The usual policy of the parlia- 
mentary leaders has been to avoid all 
riotous resistance to authority lest En- 
glish sentiment be provoked against the 
Irish people, and tho coming of home- 
rule be belayed. But in regard to yester- 
day's events, it is a singular fact that 
many of the leaders were willing to re- 
sist an attack, being impressed with the 
belief that the English masses were totally 
opposed to the government's arbitrary 
course and would sympathize with the 
Irish defenders of the right of free speech. 
This fact, taken in connection with the 
truculent attitude of the authorities, is 
what renders the peaceful outcome of the 
day's proceedings so remarkable. As a 
s ample of the bitterness of Tory feeling In 
regard to the meeting an extract from a 
violent editorial in the Dublin Mail, a cas- 
tle organ, may be cited. The writer said: 
"If any unfortunates are wounded or slain 
in this affair, the victims will not include 
Mr. O'Brien, Mr. Dillon or Mr. Sullivan. 
The leaders urge; they do not lend. 
Their places are at the rear not at 
the front."

He to this diatribe, however, as the 
leaders named took active part in the dem- 
onstration. The [forces of the Leaguers 
were divided into two parties—a device 
which has proved successful on more than 
one previous occasion in nonplussing the 
government forces. Two meetings were 
held, with as much eolat as could be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. There 
was plenty ;of speaking, and the govern- 
ment was successfully defied, at least. 
The day was a noisy one, and there was 
much threatening on both sides, but with 
no casualties. Last night Ennis was in a 
state of jubilation.

crowded Jwith exultant people who re- 
sembled a populace after the reception of 
news of a great victoiy. 
B There were mass meetings Saturday in 
Regent's Park, London, at Northwick, and 
Hackneywick, at which resolutions similar 
to those adopted at BallyCoree were passed. 
Thero will be another meeting for the 
same purpose to-day at Alexandra Palace, 
which promises to be a monster assem 
blage. 


OUTWITTED BV THE IRISH LEADERS. 


LONDON, Sept. 0.—Ten thousand Nation- 


alists assembled at Ennis yesterday, de- 
termined to carry out the League pro- 
gramme for a meeting. Twelve bands of 
police had taken possession of Bally Coree 
hill over night, and were ready to prevent 
any gathering in that locality. At two 
o'clock in tho afternoon the procession 
started toward Bally Coree. Among those 
In the lead were Members of Parliament 
Timothy Sullivan, John Dillon. William 
O'Brien, Joseph lltchnrd Cox, Philip Stan- 
'iope and David Sheohy. A number of 
Wests were also in the front ranks. Upon 
'caching the approaches of Bally Coree 
(hey found them guarded by soldiers and 
>olice, and the procession halted in the 
lelds 


Here Mr. O'Brien, Mr. Sullivan and Mr. 


itanhopo stood up in their carriages and 
uldressed tho multitudes around them. 
They had hardley got Iwell under way In 
ilioir speeches, when the defenders of the 
till, seeing theie was to be no work for 
ihem in that capacity, began to act on the 
HTenslve. 


The russavs, headed by Colonel Turner, 


iivisional magistiate, advanced, and Col- 
onel Turner ordered the assemblage to dis- 
perse within five minutes or they would be 
Considered as rioters. Mr. Stanhope there- 
upon handed the magistrate a copy of the 
resolutions which it was proposed tc 
adopt and declared that they were legal, 
and that if any collision between the peo- 
ple and the authorities occurred, he would 
hold Colonel Turner responsible for the 
blood that might be shed. The resolu- 
tions declared Ireland's right to home 
rule; proclaimed the adherence ot the 
League to Mr. Parnell, extended thanks to 
the Liberals for their services in the cause 
of Irish liberty; pledged the people'to re- 
sist the suppression of the League and de- 
nounced the land-grabbing system.4 


After reading the resolutions Colonel 


Turner stated that he was bound to exe- 
cute his orders, and repeated the command 
to disperse. 


After a parley the managers of-the meet- 


ing gave the word and the procession was 
re-formed and marched back to Ennin. 
Here the meeting reassembled in O'Con- 
iiell's square nnd Mr. O'Brien finished the 
speech he had begun at Bally Coree. There 
was much enthusiasm shown. The soldiers 
and police followed when it became ap- 
parent that no further attempt to assemble 
at 
the 
hill 
was 
to 
be 
made. 


They 
appeared 
at 
the O'Connell 


Square meeting just as Mr. O'Brien was 
finishing his address. The people moved 
on without any contact with the con- 
stabulary, and amid great cheering es- 
corted their leaders to the hotel. Having 
seen them safely in-doors and given a 
parting cneer, the crowd peaceably dis- 
persed. 


Various small 
meetings were held 


during the evening and there was great 
rejoicing over th« day's (demonstrations. 
The military and police made no further 
attempt at interference.

missing * Subordinate, Give His 


Reasons Therefor? 


WASHIHOTOW, Sept. fi.—The opinion of 


Ihe Civil Service Commission in the Chl- 
aago custom house investigation has been 
handed to President Cleveland, and was 
made public yesterday. 
The opinion is 


signed by Commissioners Oberly and Ly- 
man, and with it is enclosed the antagonis- 
tic reports, to the commission of Messrs. 
Edgerton and Lyman, who conducted the 
investigation at Chicago. These reports 
show a wide difference of opinion between 
Commissioners Oberly and Lyman on' the 
one fide, and Commissioner Edgerton on 
the other, respecting the Tight of a dis- 
charged Govenanejit employe to know 
the reasons for his dismissal and the use- 
fulness ol Civil-Service Befornx leagues 
and associations. , The investigation 
in this "ease wai brought about in this 
way: Collector Seeberger of Chicago, 
about the middle of last January de- 
manded the resignation of George A 
Webster, a clerk in the appraiser's office. 
Webster resigned under .protest, and com- 
plained that his resignation was forced 
for political reasons, .,The Civil-Service 
Reform League, of Chicago, believing that 
Webster^ removal was unjustifiable, and 
the aim and purpose of the Civil-Service 
legislation had in this case been thwai ted, 
brought 
it 
to 
the 
attention ol 


President 
Cleveland, 
who 
ordered 


the 
investigation. Commissioners Ed- 


gerton 
and 
Lyman 
conducted 


the investigation at Chicago, and not 
agreeing as to a verdict either for or 
against Collector Seeberger, afterward 
prepared separate and antagonistic re- 
ports. Commissioner Edgerton, in hi? re- 
port, declared that he was opposed to the 
investigation from the start because the 
charges which had been made were not oi 
that substantial and definite character 
which could give the commission any legal 
'gfound to act upon the complaint or im- 
pose upon it any duty of investigation 
under the Civil-Service act and rules; 
and insisted that, with Collector See- 
berger's denial-^which Jthe commission had 
in hand—that the request for Webster's 
resignation, was prompted by political 
reasons, there was nothing left for the 
commission to do. He also insisted that 
it was never a violation of the Civil 
Service law to turn a man out of office, 
and that to question or deny the right oi 
removal without assigning reasons is 
virtually saying to the appointing power: 
"I know you have the constitutional right 
to displace me, but you shall not exercise 
it, only in suoh manner as I think proper 
to prescribe." 


Commissioner Lyman, in his statement 


of the case, reached the conclusion that 
Webster's separation from the service 
was<forced—practically a dismissal—and 
that the real reasons therefor were 1101 
disclosed; that Webstor was a faithful and 
efficient clerk, an honorably discharged 
wounded Union soldier, and that, he was 
not given the benefit of the law, which 
favors the retention of (such peisons m of- 
fice. 


Commissioners Oberly and Lymaii in 


the "opinion of the commission" criticise 
the "er'ident," attempt" of Commissioner 
Edgerton to justify Collector Seeberger in 
his refusal to permit the .reasons he bad 
for demanding Webster's removal to 
escape from "his own mind and keeping," 
and the position taken by Commissioner 
Edgerton that requiring the reasons for 
dismissal would result in the restriction of 
the power of removal is pronounced un- 
tenable. The practice now in vogue in 
the Treasury 
Department and in the 


Chicago postofflce, of giving - reasons f oi 
removals, is cited in opposition to this 
view. .They maintain Chat there is no 
reason why reasons should not be given 
for removals, as the appointing officer 
neither owns the office occupied by himself, 
nor the offices occupied by the persons 
under his supervision. "He is not" they 
say, "the employer of his subordinates. 
He is not master. He is a servant, a serv- 
ant of the people, and certainly no good 
reason could be given why he, in eer.vmg 
the people, should be permitted to hold in 
his own mind and keeping his reasons for 
keeping or refusing to do any act in the 
performance or non-performance of which 
the people have an interest. His superiors 
in office who are responsible for his official 
conduct, have a right to be informed, in an 
official way, why he does any official acts. 
He- can not longer appoint persons to 
places in the classified civil service for 
his 
own 
purposes, 
or 
for 
the 


purpose 
of 
paying 
out 
of 
the 


Treasury 
for work done or to be 


done in the interest of his party, friends. 
Acting under the Civil-Service law and 
rules, he says, in effect whenever -he now 
makes an appointment from a certifica- 
tion ot eliglbles made to him by the com. 
missibn: 'I appoint this person 'because 
his fitness bas been tested, and ha has 
been found to be qualified for the pub- 
lic 
service.' 
Why should 
he 
not 


also be required to say whenever he dis- 
misses a person: 'I dismiss this person 
because he is inefficient, or for some other 
reason, good or bad; and an appointing 
officer who can not give a good reason for 
every dismissal made by him ought him- 
self to be dismissed. Appointing officers, 
as well as all other public officers, should, 
in the discharge of every official duty be 
required to act upon the wise political 
maxim that public office is a public trust. 


"Reasons for dismissal filed with the 


order of dismissal would not, as Commis- 
sioner Edgerton claims, give to the person 
dismissed the right to question the dis- 
missal, but it would give 'to the superiors 
of' the appointing officers the means to 
ascertain—and they* certainly "have the 
right to know—upon what reasons he act- 
ed in the discharge of an important official 
duty; the actual reasons 
upon which 


action was token, and not reasons fabri- 
cated after the fact to justify action taken 
possibly in utter disregard of the public 
interests." 


Commissioners Oberly and Lyman, how. 


ever, agree with Commissioner Edgerton 
in the statement that the power of removal 
is urestrlcted. There are, they maintain, 
many good reasons for the belief that it 
should remain so, but this fact does not 
justify the claim, therefore, that no ap- 
pointing officer should be called into ques- 
tion for removals made by him for other 
reasons than those inhibited by tho law. 
In view of these and other considerations, 
they repeat what was said on its opinion 
in the Philadelphia post-office case; 
that 
a 
rule 
requiring 
reasons 


for 
dismissals 
to 
be 
filed 
with 


the order of dismissal, would be a wise 
one, bnt in the absence of a provision of 
'law or of a presidential rule requiring 
this, reasons :for removal can not be de- 
manded. In the case under consideration,

men.

Messrs. Oberly and Lyman criticise th 


statement made by Commissioner Edger 
ton that the Chicago League is Republic 
an in its membership and purposes, and i 
swift to ask for investigations of Demo 
cratic officials. The League, they say 
preferred charge against Mr, Spaulding 
the Republican predecessor of Collecto 
Seeberger, and has been impartial in it 
treatment of the Republican and Demo 
cratic collectors at that port.

publicans. The vigilance of the

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 6.—A move 


ment has begun here among the brakeman 
of the Louisville & Nashville railroad 
which, it is said, will result in a genera 
strike over the whole Toad, and also take 
in men of the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad. The trouble grows out of the re 
fusal of the road to accede to the petition 
for pay for delayed time, eighteen cent 
aa hour being asked, when trains are over 
an hour late. A strike involving brake 
men and switchmen will likely start here 
to-day, and railroad authorities declare 
themselves prepared for the emergency 
having a full supply of men to take the 
place of the strikers. A special force o; 
deputy sheriffs have been sworn in to pro 
rent any violation ot the law.

ous strike of the stove^molders bss^onH 
to an end, and as many tnolders as can 
procure situations will' resume work to 
morrow. Although the strike on the pap, 
of tho molders was fought hard, thej 
failed to accomplish their object. A greal 
many of the men. who went out will not 
get work, as their places are filled by men 
who went in during the strike and who 
will be retained. The strike was inaugu- 
rated in March by the union's demanding 
an increase of fifteen pei-wi^. '•After it 
was precipitated the lewliag st re maim 
facturers formed a Mnnalact mi>,'_De 
fense association for m it i1 :>i">> 
k -etion 


While the sti iJc» was yet yomi; a commit- 
tee from the nuldsrs mot i» confm-ence 
with the association for the pai posd of ar- 
bitration. The result was a prom m that 
the association would compromise by giv- 
ing an advane of ten percent. th« raise 
to take effect after June 1. This offer was 
considered by the molders' committee 
and rejected. They asserted that they 
wanted fifteen per censor nothutp, and 
prepared themselves for a long li^'it This 
refusal caused a determination on tho part 
of the manufacturers to resort to nxtreme 
measures, 
and 
they 
closed 
their 


foundries. 
The 
striko soon spread 


to nearly all parts of the country, and the 
molders wore earnest in their efforts to 
down the nsiouiation. After a short shut- 
down the foundries again opened and se- 
cured a few men evary day; not enough 
to run to their full capacity, but enough to 
keep the trade supplied. During the in- 
tense hot v\ eutiier the trade fell off con- 
siderably and the manufacturers became 
encouraged 
and entirely ignored 
the 


strikers, many of whom left the city.while 
others procured 
situations in 
other 


branches of business. 
The men who 


were not able to secure other situa- 
tions, were 
at 
first 
supported by 


the union, but the flnancies soon gave out 
and these not being able to exist without 
funds were allowed by their respective 
unions to go to work. 
Many others, 


although not leaving the union, have been 
dropping from the ranks of the stnfcers 
and accepting their old positions 
The 


deserters have been rapidly increasing in 
number, and noticing this fact, the lead- 
ers determined to bung matteis to a 
speedy/ conclusion. A general meeting 
was held, at which a vots was taken on a 
proposition to declare the strike off. 
Tho 
majority 
of 
tho 
subordi- 


nate unions were in favor o£ ttbkmg for a 
settlement. This did not meet with the 
approval of Union No 10, which is one of 
the largest, and the members resolved to 
declare the strike at a close so far as St. 
Louis was concerned. A committee was 
appointed from each shop to confer with 
the employers and make the .best terms 
possible. The committees from Filley's, 
Evers' and the Western reported that a 
satisfactory agreement had been made. 


S. D. Dana, manager of the Excelsior 


Manufactui ing Company, when saen by a 
reporter, stated that the committee had 
called on him ou Friday evening to ask 
what terms could be made m regard to the 
man leturuing to work. He said that he 
informed them that there wore no terms, 
but that any man who applied for work 
individually, could obtain it, if help was 
needed, but that he would keep what men 
were already in employment. "We liave 
a good many union men aheacly in our 
employment," said Mr. Dana. 
"They 


have been dropping in gradually, and we 
have a force of about four hundred hands 
already at work. 


Mr. Joseph T. Dugdalo, piesident of tlie 


Western Stove Manufactui ing Company, 
said that his foundry shut down on ac- 
count of the Kti iko on the Wh of March. It 
opened again on August 2(( uitk about ten 
molders. "Those most affected by the 
strike," said Mr. Dugdale, "wei e about 
sixty hands who were lett without em- 
ployment while the foundiy was closed. 
We have had enough stock to keep our 
trade, and wo will open on Monday in full 
capacity. As I informed the committee, 1 
will make no discrimination against the 
union. Any man who applies a«> an indi- 
vidual for work will obtain it il wo need 
him." 


Mr. Evers, of the Evers. Manufacturing 


Company, was averse to bpeakin^ on the 
matter, but said that his foundry was run- 
ning independent of any union and would 
remain so. 


A union moulder when askud about the 


strike said, by way of consolation: "Well, 
we showed a determination to gam our 
point, and if we failed it wasn't for want 
of work on our part. We held on until we 
tvere forced to go." Ho would not directly 
icknowledge that the strike was a thing 
if the pastr but said individually that ho 
<vas going to obtain work .is early as pos- 
jible.

No question is so important to farm- 


ers as that of restoring worn-ont sons. 
The raiting of certain cronsjon th'e 
same land for sever*! years in succes- 
sion has a tendency to injure the soil 
by extracting from it certain mineral 
or vegetable fertilizers in an excess of 
others, thus leaving the sofl in a poor 
condition for raising general crops. It 
is well known-that wheat lands soon 
become deteriorated, the cause being 
that this plant robs the soil of large 
quantities of that most valuable of 
mineral fertilizers, phosphate of lime. 
Exhaustion of the soil follows ;as an in- 
evitableconsequence.. Corn, on the 
contrary, does not require this iertil- 
jier for its'growth, but if it is well sup- 
plied with nitrogen or ammonia it will 
flourish on land which successful crops 
of wheat have robbed of nearly, all 
phosphate of'lime. Thus corn, proves 
to be a good if'estorer'Jof, lost fertility 
caused by growing wheat.pn »V ' i 


Corn itself, however; will; also, ex- 


haust the land in time, if raised unin- 
terruptedly year after year on the same 
piece 61 ground. Ttys nitrogen which 
it absorbs iu-large quantities is not thl 
only cause, "ais"..this-,-can ,be -suppliec 
artificially,: and during warm weather 
it is Developed rapidly on Soils;wnej 
supplied with vegetable matter. jBut 
corn does not give any thinjg to thi 
sofl in return for its nourishment, am 
in time the various mineral and vege- 
table ingredients which are.so essen- 
tial to plant life are dissipated by con 
tinued. cultivation, and the soil be- 
comes poor and exhausted. , 
,- 


An all round renewer of 'worn-oil 


lands ia generally recognized in olqve 
by farmers. The benefits .which thi 
crop give to the soil are variously; es- 
timated in different localities, bu 
where it is used moderately for res|»r 
ing lost -fertility it always; gives gpo 
results. One great trouble tyitli ;it is, 
that many soils are so worn out that it 
is impossible or difficult^ get algood 
catch ol clover. The fanner''tries if 
a season or two, and gives ;::up the :»t-. 
tempt in disgust. ^This is evidently pro- 
voking work.but when it is remembered 
that clover, as all other plants, can not 
spring from nothing, but must have, 
some sort of nourishment for the good 
which-it confers in return, a better, un- 
derstanding of the question may bo pb- 
taincd,, Wheat requires considerable 
phosphate of lime for its growth, corn 
demands plenty of nitrogen and clover 
lias its own peculiar needs. 


Clover benefits tvvo kinds of soils in 


different ways. Sandy soil is always de- 
ficient in mineral plant food, which 
leaches downward beyond the reach ol 
tho plant roots. This is drawn to tlie 
surface and mixed with the top-soil by 
tho clover. Heavy soils are disinte- 
grated by clover, especially when the 
clods arc deep below the surface where 
other plants can not reach 
them. 


Thousands of acres of heavy soil are in 
such condition that clover will not 
grow freely on them, because tho 
ground is too lumpy. Thorough culti-. 
vation, and continual working over un- 
til the lumps are pretty well pulverized, 
will do more gooit toward fitting; auqh. 
land for a good crop Of clover than any 
other work. Fall and spring plowing, 
benefits such land very materially. If 
the land is plowed in the fall it is well 
to sow winter - rye, for 
it makes 


a good foundation for clover, and often 
grows where clover will not catch well. 
It protects the soil in winter,, if sowed 
early enough, and at the rate.'of .two 
bushels of seed to tho acre, and in the 
spring it provides green herbage which- 
can bo turned under to induce fermen- 
tation. In poor soil rye will not grow1 
much, but when sown •. thickly it will 
catch enough to answer all purposes. 
After the rye has been turned under in 
tlie spring pats or barley should be 
sown, with a little, clover seed mixed 
with it. If tho land is still too poor to 
raise clover, the oats should be plowed 
under just before coming into head: 
The land will then be in a condition to 
raise not only clover, but other -paying 
crops. As the preparations have b'een 
made for the purpose of getting a good 
catch of clover,'it is better to sow this 
crop the first year and enrich.the soil as 
much as possible before exhausting it 
again by other plants. 
, 


After land is once restored to fertil- 


ity by the use of clover and other; 
grasses it should not be deteriorated 
again by overcropping. If it is-neces^ 
sary to crop heavily, clover should be! 
sown every third or fourth season. Cut 
and feed the clover to pay for the cul- 
tivation of the laud and let the second\ 
crop go to manure. If the first crop is; 
thus used, the second crop should not; 
betaken ofl' the field,;but allowed toj 
enrich the, soil. The roots of the sec-| 
ond crop strike deeper into the subsoil 
after moisture during June until Sep- 
tember, when the ground is-commbhlyj 
parched by drouth. It loosens the soil 
below and extracts from it considera-j 
ble plant food. 
If the clover is plowed j 


under after tho crop is cut, the farmer! 
loses one of tho greatest benefits which j 
clover confers upon poor soil. The' 
deeper that the roots of any plant penr . 
etrate into tlie subsoil the greater will 
be the good resulting from its growth. 
Most crops do not send their roots 
far down into tho soil, and -the1 plant 
food is taken from the surface, while 
lower down it may exist in abundance, 
even on the poorest land. To bring 
these to the surface, so that the roots 
of all plants can use it, is the great 
work of clover, especially when al- 
lowed to grow through the whole sum- 
mer season. 
: 


On some lands clover does not catch 


well because the seed is destroyed by 
a small midge. There is really no 
remedy for this destroyer, Mid the farm 
land is unfortunate that possesses it—
